Chicago, Fob. 1.—Half a dozen robbers 


entered the Kenwood Trust and Savings 
Bank in a south side business quarter 
today and cHca-ped in an automobile 
with more than ?30.000 after holding up 
a dozen employes. 


All.of the money was obtained from 


one of the four tellers' cages. No*shots 
were fired and the entire incident occu- 
pied only a few minutes. 
Eugene K. 
Ford, vice president of the bank, placed 
the loss above $30,000, 
The robbery which was witnessed by 


dozens of pedestrians, took place just 
before the bank opened for business. 


The bandits drove up in an automo- 


bile and entered the bank by breaking 
a lock on the front door. Flourishing 
pistols, the robbers ordered the em- 
ployes, nine of them women, into , a 
rear room. 
"Throw up your hands, everybody," 
shouted the leader. 


"The first one that drops 'em is a 
dead one." 


While one of the rnen was stationed 
at the front door as a lookout, the lead- 
er of the b;ind. with 
a 
companion, 


forced his way into a paying teller's 
cage, where several bags of currency 
had been taken from the vaults for 
the day's business.

Four men of the Pennsylvania railroad wreck emv fn.^'Colum- 


bus wore burned to death, two were seriously Injured and l\vo others 
.less seriously hurt in a \preck at 5 o'clock this morning in east 
Newark,Just north of the JJallaclay Motor company plant. The train 
was caught'between two Pennsylvania freight trains and crushed like 
an egg shell. The wreckage caught fire, and the bodies were burned 
beyond recognition.

bound freight running track, which was 
waiting for :i passenger train, west 
bound to pass. 
Just as the passenger 


train came into sight, a second freight 
train, also running on the east bound 
track, crushed in to the rear of the 
wreck train. 
Caught between thp freight which 


was standing and the moving train the 
combination conch and commissary car 
of the wreck train was crushed like an 
egg.- The theory is advanced that the 
range in the commissary and of the 
car ignited tho wreckage and that the 
four men who wore burned to death 
were caught asleep. 
^ 
The wreck train was in charge of 


Conductor II. B. Jones and Engineer 
William McDowell of Columbus, while 
the train which collided with it was 
manned by Conductor Hoj-rison and 
Engineer HaVtman, also of Columbus. 


An official of the railroad company 


stated this morning that it was believed 
the engineer on the moving freight 
Iniin was 
blinded by Iho 
passenger 


train which was passing and that he 
could not sec the wreck train. Other? 
staled that members of the wreck crew 
afteh seeing the passenger train for 
which they were waiting approaching, 
had called in the flagman, and that he 
had gone itrtp the car. 


The scene following the crashing of 


the trains was horrible in, every detail. 
The cries of the men who were caught 
in the flames, trapped in the wreckage 
and the hysterical efforts made by their 
comrades to free them, added to the 
liorror. 
The mass of piled iron and 


wood was a seething furnat-e and. those 
who tried to aid their fellow workers, 
had their faces' burned, and their hair 
singed. 
With rakes £>nd poles the bodies were 


extricated, but two of them had burncu 
to such an extent that only the trunks 
were left. 
Front Brakemail Kennedy, who was 


sitting In the rear of the coach, using 
unusual presence of mind escaped bo- 
fore the rebound of the oncoming train. 
Others in the rear of the coach also got 
out, 
but it is thought, that the men 


who died, were asleep, and in the few 
seconds 
in which 
they might 
have 


reached safety, were not awakened. 


The wreck crew consisted of about 


welvo men. 
The bodies of the dead 


were removed to Bradley's and Criss 
Brothers undertaking parlors, xvhilc thn 
njured men were put aboard trains and 
sent to their homes in Columbus. 


One of the members of tho crew, 
eaves a family of sevon small children. 


Neither the'moving nor the standing 


freight train was derailed but engine 
8539 of the train which collided with 
Lho wreck train was wrecked.. No one 
on either of these trains was injured. 


All freight on tho past bound track 
was tied up, but the west bound track 
was clear.

The documents show that Dr. Honorlo 


1'ueyrredon, head of the Argentine dele- 
K'Ucw ,had been instructed before the 
meeting of the league 
aipembly that 


the Argentine delgation must not com- 
promise itself in-any way or take any 
jKirt in the work of the ujwembly be- 
fore a decision had been reached on 
the "fundamental proposition" that"all 
the sovereign states' were entitled to ad- 
mission. 


Two daya after the league astembtod 


Dr. Pueyrredon was instructed by hi*, 
government that "if for any reason

nutralt,." Under these instructions the 
Argentine minister attended a private 
meeting presided over by Lord Robert 
Cecil in Paris in March 21, 1919 and 
made a declaration of Argentina's "ad- 
hesion in general," to the society of na- 
tions with reservations concerning its 
form and the opportunities of discus-

St. Paul, Minn., Kcb. 1.—Red tape 
and delay by the government in cash- 
ing certificates issued to disabled ex- 
service men to pay 
their 
expenses 


while traveling to public health and 
vocational training centers, are attack- 
ed by Dr. A. A. Van Dyke, Minnesota 
national executive committeeman of the 
Amerian Legion. 


Beause of the difficulty in redeeming 


the certificates, according to Dr. Van 
Dyke, hotel and restaurant proprietors 
often charge a discount of ten per cent 
and in many cases absolutely refuse to 
accept the government paper. The re- 
sult is that hundreds of disabled men 
suffer a financial los sthey can ill af- 
ford to undergo. 
Dr. Van Dyke stated 
that it requires " from four to eight 
months now for the certificates to be 
redeemed. 


Authorization by 
legislation of fed- 


eral reserve banks or post offices to pay 
cash on presentation of the certificates 
is the remedy suggested by A. H. Ver- 
non, Legion department co'mmander, in 
letters to F. W. Galbraith, Jr., national 
commander, and to the Federal Board 
for Vocational Education. It is proba- 
blp that the Legion will push legisla- 
tion to that end.

"There appears to be a 
deadlock between the bureaucracy and 
the people of India which is entirely 
because India has awakened to a keen 
sense of self-respect .and is determined 
no longer to submit jto a secondary po- 
sition, whereas tho bureaucrat is still 
thinking in obsolete terms of govern- 
ing with the mailed fist.

*|the idea of race supremacy and do am 
pie penance for past wrongs."
